The eald Austin Dally Tribune Building, acting by and through Foe Asi Lawrence, Build-
ing Manager, has Informed tho City of.Austin that there will not ba any automobile washing

• or groatln# done In connection with the'operation of this filling station and therefore
will not bo any waste oils or water as a result of the operation of said station and has
requested that the customary sand and grease trap for filling stations be not required
In this case*

Me recommend that tho Austin Dally Tribune Building, acting by and through
Foe Ai Lawrence, Building Manager, be granted permission to construct, maintain and operate
a drive-in gasoline filling station at the above location, but'that the customary sand and
grease trap for filling stations be not required In this case, unless the Austin Dally
Tribune Building, acting by and through Foe A. Lawrence, Building Manager, or Its assigns,
croatOB waste oil and drainage waters an a result of operating this filling station, In
which case all customary drainage provisions as required by tho City shall be installed
as directed by the City Engineer of the City of Austin*

Our recommendations for this filling station are made further subject to tho following
conditions}

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property line,
correct linos to bo obtained before construction starts or equipment IB inetailed. Lltiee and
grades to bo obtained from tho City Engineering Department for entrances and drlvcwaye,
building lines to be approved by the City Building Inspector* That tho applicant shall con-
fer with tho City Engineering Department as to the future grades of the flidowalke and
SUttoru on the adjacent streets before ho starts any construction relative to the filling
station*

(2) That nil construction of the filling etatlon Improvements shall bo In accord
with the Building Ordinance, tho Zoning'Ordinance, tho Filling Station Ordinance, imd in
accord with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon tho
City Btreoto*

That the owner of tho building now located on tho propopod filling station fllto,
as flhovm on the plan hereto attached, marked R-C-91J5, and mado a part hereof, be required
to comply with the Building Code and Fire Zone re^ulatlonn of the City of Auntln, which
require all exterior walla to bo constructed of not IOSB than S inchon of mtxnonry, within
alx months from tho date of thin resolution, or at on earlier dato upon notice from tho
Building Inspector of the City of Austin, that thlo building is being cltod to establish
a precedent for similar construction in Fire Zone ITo.

Before commencement of any construction, the applicant shall
apply to the City Engineer for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the s torra sewer
which will have to be built within any City street or alley and shall deposit in escrow
a oum equal to said estimate with the City finance Director*

(U) That all filling station Improvements, pumps, driveways, ramps, gutters, side-
walks and curbo shall be constructed of concrete at the expense of tho applicant, as
